THE PLAN-, WHICH HE FIRST OUTLINED PUBLICLY LAST 
MAY-, ENVISAGES THE ANNEXATION OF THE JORDAN VALLEY 
AND THE ESTABLISHMENT THERE OF A STRING OF PARAMILI- 
TARY AGRICULTURAL SETTLEMENTS FROM BET SHE-'AN TO 
JERICHO. THE REST OF THE WEST BANK— EXCEPT FOR JERU- 
SALEM AND AREAS AROUND HEBRON AND LATRUN— WOULD BE 
OPEN TO NEGOTIATION WITH THE ARABS AND COULD BECOME
